operation between the cat- 
Postage railroads, the pack- 
ers and the retailers, constitutes 
the only possible constructive 
future policy for the cattle in- 
dustry. This fact is firmly im- 
bedded in the minds of the men 
whose accomplishments are most 
vital to the success of the live 
stock industry. Success in selling is even more necessary than the 
development of volume in production, for volume in production is 
useless to the cattleman without some assurance of just profits, 
and this success in selling can come only through a proper develop- 
ment of co-operation all the way from the producer to the retailer. 

Compiled statistics show what has been done; they show esti- 
mated supply and demand; the relationship between production and 
consumption as between countries; exchange values, and, in fact all 
details concerning our industry. These statistics are necessary and 
essential, but they are 
without value unless we 
use them to develop co-op- 
erative action based upon 
definite and constructive 
lines. 

To form those plans 
upon a broad basis, it is 
necessary that a definite 
and representative agency 
be established, and, when 
ostablished, trusted. 
Whether or not the indi- 
vidual cattleman agrees 
with the policy of the rep- 
resentatives of the indus- 
try, or has joined forces 
with them, his success or 
failure will have its last- 
ing influence upon the re- 
sults obtained by those 
representatives, and, in 
tun, their success or fail- 
we will affect his own 
profit and loss account.

operative in the fullest sense of 
the word; its secretary and at- 
torney are the only officers re- 
ceiving compensation for their 
efforts. : 
Nevertheless, the Associa- 
tion plays a vital part in the suc- 
cess of every man engaged in 
the industry. It is with the As- 
sociation that the packers, the railroads, the commission men, of- 
ficials of the Forest Reserve, the Reservation agencies, the retailers 
and the Government take up the various phases in which they are 
separately interested. Each phase is presented to the Association 
by the best talent obtainable in the various lines. These agencies 
will confer only with the chief representative of the Association, 
and it is impracticable to ask them to do otherwise. For that rea- 
son, the chief executive of the Association must have power to act. 


He must have the support of the industry all down the line. 
It is therefore abso- 


ee lutely necessary for every 
cow man to back his iocal 
organization; for every lo- 
cal organization to send 
its ablest representative to 
the county meetings; for 
each. eounty to send its 
president to the state asso- 
ciation, and for each state 
to confer freely with the 
national association. Then 
only will the cattleman get 
full results for his efforts. 

Given a strong organ- 
ization built up in this 
fashion, the industry will 
no longer have to limp 
along. It can stand on its 
own feet, and take care of 
its own problems. 

In the long run, seek- 
ing financial aid from the 
Government is not good 
business. It tends towards 
socialism, which never was,

Ground-Hog-Day at Highland Stock Farms 


Following the depredations of 
the Sioux Indians less than a quar- 
ter of a century a sturdy Scot who 
had left the native soil and migrat- 
ed first to Perth, Canada, and then 
to the fertile prairies of Minnesota 
ventured to pioneer in the Aber- 
deen-Angus breeding business by 
establishing at Utica, Minnesota, 
the Highland Stock Farms in 1884. In so doing the late John R. 
Campbell, father of the author of the following story accomplished 
much to the advantage of the Doddie breed. 

The first pure bred Aberdeen-Angus bull to come to the High- 
land Stock Farms was one Sambo of Cityside, by Paris 3d, bred by 
M. H. Cochrane, of Hillhurst, Canada, whose importations from 
Scotland figured extensively in the laying of the foundation herds 
of America. The black calves from this bull were the talk of the 
whole country and it has been the ambition of the Campbells ever to 
keep apace of the times by using the best they could procure. In 
support of this assertion permit us to refer to the splendid Imported 
Eclipse 2d of Morlich now doing service at the head of this herd. 

The Campbell “boys” are rather reticent, however a recent busi- 
ness communication with a querry attached relative to their opinion 
as to present conditions and the future 
outlook brought the following reply: 


A Man Who Has Pinned His Faith to the 
Doddies and Pioneered the Breed on the _ hogs arriving on ous 
Prairies of Minnesota Breaths Forth His 
Views on Present and Future Conditions. 
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Of course in times like this it is 
mighty easy to make mistakes in mak- 
ing any predictions for the future, and 
right now one would garner the idea 
from the usual talk that our land 
values would fall to nothing, we will 
have no more use for milk or beef and 
we are just naturally going to get 
along anyway, and probably we can all 
move our houses up against a cement 
side walk, and just go along. 

But it don’t work that way and 
since time was time people have de- 
pended on the land and its products for 
their sustenance, and we may change 
the style of our hat or may change the 
style of our house, we still must have 
milk and meat in its various forms,

r. Little Loans Black Berwin, 
Mr. E. G. Little, of Dresden, Ohio 
has loaned the Animal Husbandry De- 
partment of Ohio State University the 
show bull “Black Berwin” that was a 
prominent winner at the leading State 
Fairs last fall. Black Berwin is a full 
brother to the heifer Doris L that won 
for Mr. Little at the last International 
and is out of the aged cow shown in 
Mr. Little’s show herd last fall. Mr. 
Little already has a number of cows 


with our farm grains, and in spite of 
attempts to substitute we not only 
find them the most substantial, but 
the cheapest in the long run, and while 
the present generation has been one of experimenting those that 
have been able to survive the experiment are more ready now to 
live as nature intended they should than they have been for some 
years. 
Consequently the farm and its product will play an important 
part, and while land values may have gone too high in some local- 
ities, it is not the rule, and while land may not move much, I do 
not look for land here at $150.00 to $200.00 per acre to settle back 
much and what is true here, is true of all countries. And of course 
the cry is that no one can buy it, and true they can’t under our pres- 
ent system, but change the system, give the young man a chance 
to buy our land at $200.00 per acre with a thirty year loan at a rea- 
sonable rate of interest, and although he may never be out of debt, 
he can make a home, be putting his earnings in a safe place, keep 
up the fertility of the farm, and not be hauling his farm to cream- 
ery or stock yards, in order to meet a rate of interest that few 
farms are able to pay. 

I can remember in the nineties when father bought a farm at 
$50.00 everyone said it can’t be done, in 1909 some neighbor boys 
bought a farm at $70.00 again it was said it can’t be done, in 1914 
again some neighbor boyg bought a farm at $93.00 again it was said 
it can’t be done, but they have all come through, hard of course, 
hard work did it. Now at $150.00 dollars will our land go back? I 
think not. 

While we all admit the land is generally in poorer condition 
now than ever, our west is gone, this land is all we have, with the 
increasing land values times have been changing to warrant the 
values, times have got to change right now to warrant the present 
values for farmers we must have, and while it seems ridiculous with 
the largest export of wheat in years, and a great many other things 
in proportion, that the farmer has profited none at all, and only 
suffered, it goes to show how out of joint we are. 

But when we consider that our western ranges have been un- 
dergoing a depletion process for three years, that every beef anima! 
in every barn yard has been sent to the butcher that would bring a

a notwithstanding this fact, great progress has been made, for 
the late U. S. census shows that it has already outstripped in num- 
pers, one or the other of the rival breeds in several of the Southern 
States and is still marching steadily forward. : 

There is no doubt but what this remarkable showing has been 
due to the recognition of the breed’s merit as beef producers “par 
excellence” by an increasingly large number of people. 

The results of inter-bred contests held throughout the country, 
in which this breed has almost without exception, secured the lion’s 
share of the sweepstakes awards, have been a large factor in bring- 
ing about this development. ; 

It will be well to take up each of the Southern States in turn, 
showing a few of the notable achievements of the breed in each, in 
order to definitely demonstrate that they have “made good” with a 
vengeance under any and all conditions. 

No mention will be made of the great record made by Southern 
herds of the breed in competition with cattle from other sections,

grades and crosses. The New 
Orleans fancy trade shows a 
marked preference for wean- 
ing calves out of native cows, 
sired by Aberdeen-Angus 
bulls, by paying a handsome 
premium for them. 

In North Carolina the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed out- 
numbers the Shorthorns, (ex- 
clusive of Polled Durhams) and has made more rapid progress than 
either of the other beef breeds during the past few years. 

In South Carolina the breed out-numbers the Shorthorns more 
than three to one and is held in high favor among the cattlemen 
of the state, especially those of the coastal plains section, where 
range conditions prevail. 

In Tennessee, the “Doddies” are in 500 majority over the Short- 
horn breed, excluding the Polled Durhams. Inter-breed contests in 
this state, almost without exception, have been won by Aberdeen- 
Angus steers. In 1921, the grand champion single steer at the 
Nashville Fat Stock Show, at the Memphis Tri-State Fair, at the 
Knoxville Fair, at the Chattanooga Fair, and at the Nashville State 
Fair, were all Aberdeen-Angus. 

In Virginia the breed is fast growing in popularity and is mak- 
ing striking in-roads in this early home of the lordly Shorthorn. A 
great deal of this has been due to the victories won by the breed in 
the hands of the boys and girls of the state, who are members of 
the calf clubs. At the recent Virginia State Fair, the grand cham- 
pion car load of steers were Aberdeen-Angus and the calf club 
champion was of the same kind. 

No particular effort to propagandize the breed has been re- 
sponsible for the foregoing evidences of the growth in the South, 
however, no opportunity 
has been overlooked to ask 
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ket just after the close oz 
the war, At the great 
Alabama State Fair steer show in 1920 and again in 1921 an Aber- 
deen-Angus steer was reserve champion over all breeds. 

In Georgia the breed’s standing is best shown by citing the re- 
sults of the inter-breed contests at the recent Southeastern Fair in 
Atlanta, where the single steer, the steer herd, the carcass, the 20 
head car-load and the boys’ and girls’ club classes were all won_by 
Aberdeen-Angus steers. The reserve championships in four of 
these events were also won by cattle of the same breed, making an 
almost clean sweep of every contest in this great show. 

In Florida the Aberdeen-Angus breed out-numbered the Short- 
horn breed by nearly six to one and is making great advancement 
among the rangemen for grading up purposes. No other breed has 
ever won an inter-breed contest at either the Florida State Fair at 
Jacksonville or the South Florida Fair, at Tampa. 

In Kentucky, Aberdeen-Angus steers have won the fat carload 
contest at their State Fair for the past two years and last year add- 
: the single steer award and best six head as well as the calf club 
champion. 

In Mississippi the breed has a strong following and outnumbers 
the Shorthorn breed several hundred head. The success of the feed- 
ets of Aberdeen-Angus steers in this state has been remarkable. 
For years it has been their custom to “top” the East St. Louis mar- 
ket. One load of these steers brought $17.70 per hundred which is 
the open-market price record for the South on cattle of any breed. 
Numerous other shipments from the same state have sold over the 
$17.00 mark. 

At the last two annual Louisiana State Fairs, an Aberdeen- 
Angus steer has been the grand champion individual over all breeds, 


seven sweepstakes awards 
were made on beef cattle. All breeds, grades and cross-breeds were 
allowed to compete. In three out of seven of these contests the 
grand championship awards were given to the Aberdeen-Angus en- 
tries and the winners in two other classes carried a large percentage 
of Aberdeen-Angus blood. The classes won by this breed were, fat 
carload, carcass and the junior feeding contest, while the winner 
of the single steer class was out of an Aberdeen-Angus cow and the 
three head constituting the winning steer herd were of same origin. 

The highest award in the fat carload class during the twenty 
years of this same show’s history, has been placed on the Aber- 
deen-Angus breed sixteen times, leaving this premier award only 
four times to all other breeds combined. In the 1917 show the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus entries were awarded the sweepstakes prizes in all 
three car-lot classes, namely fat carload, short-fed carload and feed- 
er carload. ; 

At this great show during the four year period beginning in 
1910 and ending in 1913 the single steer, steer herd, fat carload 
and carcass contests were won by Aberdeen-Angus steers. A survey 
of these same contests during the entire twenty years’ history of 
this, the world’s greatest live stock show, discloses that 59 grand 
championship awards have been placed on Aberdeen-Angus, eight 
on Herefords, six on Shorthorns, four on cross-breds and one on an 
entry of mixed breeding. Such a record should be convincing, be- 
cause it demonstrates the preference of those who are concerned 
with “what is under the hide?” 

The packing and butcher interests have clearly shown their ap- 
preciation for the quality of Aberdeen-Angus beef by the prices 
they have paid on the Chicago market for (Continued on page 10

This was an enjoyable trip and two days 
were required to visit all the members. All 
took well filled baskets and lots of water- 
melons and we sure had a fine time at Grand 
River at the noon hour. Finally the time 
for the show arrived which was Sept. 22, 28, 
24. It was held at King City and was a 
success in every detail. In the placing of 
the calves, the Angus took first seven places, 
my calf which was named Black Wanda, 
stood first and my sister’s calf stood second. 

Needless to say we were more than pleas- 
ed, as we received in cash premiums at two 
shows $190.00 and a $25.00 wrist watch. It 
is very interesting to feed and care for a 
calf, as well as to exhibit or to show your 
pet. If you have had no experience I would 
advise anyone to get into the game. Your 
friend, Lucille Loest.

Beef Cattle Business Looks Up. 


About four or five months ago, when the live stock business 
was at about its lowest ebb, Frank M. Rothrock of Spokane, who 
has buffeted the storms and sailed the smooth seas of the live Pre 
business in the Pacific northwest for 25 or 30 years, looked into the 
future and saw promise of better times. In a published article last 
September he said: “It seems to me we are around the corner and 
that the future holds out promise to us. We are engaged in a busi- 
ness the fundamental and essential character of which can not be 
challenged. It is one worthy of our best efforts, one which has 
been remunerative in the past and will be sufficiently remunerative 
in the future.” 

The behavior of the live stock markets during the last few 
weeks further convinces Mr. Rothrock that he was right at that 
time. 

“Since that article was written,” he said last week, “the price 
of hay has dscended to almost the lowest levels ever known, as 
there was inadequate live stock in the country through which to 
market it. Coincident with this drop in the price of hay and other 
feed, the price of cattle has steadily increased. At the time I wrote 
the article referred to prime steers were worth from 4% to 5% 
cents on the Spokane market. Today the same steers would bring 
7% cents. Six cents is now frequently paid for good beef cows, 
The scarcity of stocker cattle makes it difficult to purchase them. 
The great, unoccupied grass ranges must and will be restocked, and 
as that process is in course of completion cattle prices are bound to 
improve. The cattle business is now in a situation diamerically op- 
posed to that of the fall of 1919. Then, cattle were high, feed was 
high and money was plentiful. The temptation to plunge could not 
be resisted by many; then men bought cattle and fed them to find 
that by the time they were ready for market the money situation 
had tightened. factories had shut down, the bottom had dropped out 
of the beef market and the operation had cost them a tremendous 
lot of money. 

“Now we have passed through the financial crisis. Money is 
again getting easy and obtainable for use by people whose credit is 
good. Cattle prices have gone down below prewar levels and feeds 
are cheaper than at almost any time within my memory. There- 
fore, one may start in the cattle business now with the absolute as- 
surance that things can not get worse and that any change of con- 
dition must be for the better and will make for the man in the busi- 
ness a profit.”—The Washington Farmer, February 2, 1922.

ernment advancement. 

In time, however, the work of the War Fi- 
nance Corporation will cease, and in the 
meantime machinery should be installed by 
the cattlemen themselves to carry on the 
work of this organization. But to install 
such machinery and to finance ourselves, the 
industry must be truly systematized. Co- 
operation must be efficient to be of value. 
And the creation of this co-operation is up 
to the individual members of the Associa- 
tion. Once co-operation is efficient, the men 
who will represent the Association, with the 
aid of bankers and local companies, will de- 
vise efficient means to finance the industry, 
and at that time the cattlemen should be 
able to stand as an organization able to 
finance its worthy members and secure just 
results from those handling and manufac- 
turing the finished products.

Any one who buys on a low market and 
sells on a high market can work alone, but 
that is only a lucky point in the operation 
of business life and does not tend towards 
the stabilization of the industry. We must 
be able, through co-operation, to aid in the 
carrying of our own load just as the Raisin 
Growers and the Citrus Growers of Califor- 
nia have turned their past failures into pres- 
ent success. 

What is the real situation ? 

Banks and loan companies have done their 
share in carrying heavy loads. True it is 
that many have been increasing both their 
own burden and that of the cattleman in en- 
deavoring to bring both ashore through 
rough water. 

Banking laws regulate bank operation. 
When banks cannot fulfill obligations they 
are forced to close their doors. They are 
the pulse of the financial system. They han- 
dle the paper of loan companies. When they 
cease to do so, loan companies cease to op- 
erate. Most banks have had sad experience 
with cattle paper. It is up to al! of us to 
rectify this feeline against our industry. 

Admitted the producer is the man all the 
world is dependent upon, yet other also must 
have equal place in the progress of civiliza- 
tion. 

Bankers are trustees of communities’ 
funds. They are diagnosticians. They and 
their organizations are versed in business 
problems. They are prosperous when the 
public is prosperous. They are anxious for 
public welfare and individual success. 

Experience has taught that great power in 
the hands of a few, when not properly ex- 
ercised, often works disaster to those who 
have placed faith in the wrong man. There- 
fore, I sincerely believe that bankers must 
absolutely be a part of some suitable ma- 
chinery set up to finance our industry. The 
commercial banks handle liquid transactions. 
This continual turnover enables them to as- 
sist all worthy producers in all walks of in- 
dustry. 

Bankers must not apportion too great a 
part of the public credit to any given indus- 
try. Many borrowers of large amounts 
carry a commercial account of important 
size or leave on deposit with the bank from 
10 to 20 per cent of the amount borrowed. 
If large concerns issue notes and sell them, 
they are sold through brokers and these 
brokers charge a commission for the trans- 
action—this explanation to prove that other 
ploducers pay in proportion to the cow man 
for their borrowed money. 

The cow man is a producer. His business 
is never ending. He is married to it, no 
matter how future prospects develop; he can 
never slacken his efforts. Therefore, it is 
most essential that he be assured of a just 
return. As a rule, we in the live stock in- 
dustry are poor detail business men. Our 
business is done a great deal on verbal 
agreement, and a vest pocket notebook is 
our usual set of books. If we are extended 
a loan, we take it all. For doing this we are 
required justly to pay more than 6 per cent, 
which in the aggregate equals what others 
are paying. We have been giving chattel 
moitgages on stock cattle—six months’ pa- 
per—with the verbal promise of renewal. 

Stock cattle paper is not commercial pa- 
per because when drawn we know it will not 
be liquidated within six months. If finan- 
cial panics arise, the verbal promises of re- 
newal are impossible. Cattle are unlike such 
commodities as grain, raisins or cotton. Ab- 
solutely different systems of disposing of 
same differ in most sections. We have no 
uniform method of operating. Many of us 
cannot show our security. We do not keep 
accurate records of our business. Rumor 
may state that we are overstocked, and we

cannot disprove this except during the best 
feed season of the year. With all of these 
handicaps, we must interview the banker. 
We want assistance, and we must have it to 
continue. 

We should and must be the men to set up 
the proper machinery of financing. If it 
takes one year to get a steer and three years 
is his average lite, and it takes a year in 
advance to prepare for efficient operation, 
it will take at least four to five years to 
operate successfully. With this length oi 
time, our cow judgment could be used with- 
out the ever present thought of liquidation 
at the end of six months. 

The Operation of the Open Range. 

The man who must feed his cattle through 
the severe months of winter must keep a 
close check on his herd. 

The open range man of the southern states 
checks his cattle by calf branding, yearling 
steer sales, and records of death loss. Be- 
ing optimistic, he is inclined to exaggerate 
the ability of a cow and the carrying capac- 
ity of his range. This honest exaggeration 
is spelling ruin. The cattleman’s final an- 
swer is always derived from his calves; not 
from what he thinks he branded, but from 
the number turned into money. His inven- 
tory of cattle is increased by the corres- 
ponding number of heifers left on the range. 
se must be sure that this heifer increase is 
not overstocking his range capacity. The av- 
elage man, under fence, does not exceed 75 
per cent calf crop, more often 60 per cent. 

The best records and information show, 50 
per cent calf crop on open range to be ex- 
ceptionally good. During the years of in- 
creasing yearling values up to 1920, the calf 
crops had been decreasing, and I doubt if 
the net revenues of 1920 were greater than 
those of 1916. 

Remember that the $40.00. average year- 
line never made money for the man who fin- 
ished with him. Meanwhile, the cattleman’s 
overhead had been increased from 150 to 
200 per cent. At the present time this over- 
head is steadily decreasing. I personally 
had the opportunity of checking a few open 
lange operations and the calves sold are in- 
variably short of 50 per cent of the breeding 
cows. The two-year-old steers representing 
last year’s yearlings never materialize to 
equal the 50 per cent. To insure success, 
calves must be produced. 

Shortage of calves comes either from lack 
of bulls or lack of feed to keep the cows in 
calf producing condition. - 

Just a word about bulls. The reproduction 
in the average herd of pure breds brings, 
about 10 per cent super animals, 50 per cent 
of No. 1 specimens, and 40 per cent which 
should be used for beef purposes. There- 
fore, in purshasing bulls the producer must 
be sure of the breeding, then pick his indi- 
viduals to build up that quality which his 
herd lacks. He must bear in mind that 
standard range cattle of today were built up 
by the reproduction of individuals of the best 
type. Figure the cattle business on a per- 
centage basis. If borrowed money is costing 
8 per cent, taxes 2 per cent, operating ex- 
pense 3 per cent, the cattleman will have to 
make 13 per cent before he breaks even. If 
he is getting only 35 per cent calf crop fig- 
wring over a period of years, how can he 
achieve success ? 

We must think these things over before 
we vote on the next bond issue. Better await 
the time when our own business is paying 
before we vote for the luxury of good roads 
or water facilities to develop our land. The 
only remedy is to run what cows a range can 
safely cairy and to know that they produce 
the calves necessary to pay more than op- 
erating expenses. The days of old are past. 
Cattlemen are in competition with the world,

The Market Outlook. 

Since the operation of the War Finance 
Corporation, courage has returned to the 
live stock producer. He is not now being 
forced to liquidate. Cows are not easily pur- 
chased. It is safe to say that range cows 
have increased in value from $5.00 to $10.00 
per head in the past thirty days. 

The western states are short of cattle. In- 
formation states that the Denver market 
will be about 40 per cent short this spring. 
Because Denver is a great cow market and 
there is a shortage of cows, the market on 
range breeding cows will be further stimu- 
lated. The Ogden market is for the present 
cleaned up, with very few cattle in that ter- 
ritory on feed. Nevada has not over 50,000 
cattle on feed with buyers very active. The 
supply is away below normal. All markets 
on the Pacific coast are active and showing 
increased values. These facts are all en- 
couraging because they show us that we 
can count on the markets acting in their nor- 
mal way. 

The supply for the big eastern markets in 
the so-called “corn belt” is reported normal. 
The supply for the past season was about 
16 per cent short, while the feeders being 
prepared for beef purposes are only 14 per 
cent below normal. The demand for beef 
is below normal. Therefore, the supply will 
be adequate to the demand, and we cannot 
expect any extraordinary prices for fat 
steers. Without doubt the eastern markets 
will show a steady increase until they reach 
their high point in June. When these nor- 
mal conditions arrive, high freight rates 
and heavy shrinkage will prohibit eastern 
cattle flooding our western markets. 

We cannot look for accelerated war prices. 
Remember that the producer was the first 
to sell at pre-war prices and that other 
commodities and operating expenses must 
now seek their normal level. Not until they 
do will the producer enjoy a fair return for 
his efforts. South America has more supply 
than can be handled at present. Canada is 
reported well provided with beef cattle. If 
the steer market rises to anything like pro- 
hibitory prices, foreign supplies will auto- 
matically have their effect in the old eco- 
nomic law of supply and demand, regard- 
less of import duties. 

Cattle of milk producing strain comprise 
50 per cent of the total cattle of the United 
States and are a big contender in the supply 
of feed and veal. They find their way 
through the smaller slaughter and country 
butcher where health inspection certificates 
are not standardized to Federal Inspection. 

This meat is in competition with beef 
from animals bred, raised and fattened for 
strictly food purposes, where the betterment 
of the food values is advanced just as the 
milk producing quality is sought in the milk 
animal. Is the distribution of this meat :tv 
the uneducated public a good advertisement ? 

John Clay, president of one of the largest 
live stock business firms in the world, has 
been a student of our industry for more 
than forty years. He now admits that he 
has a great deal to learn. That applies to 
all of us. 

Look back over your experience. Increas- 
ed values in stock farms and ranches have 
made riches. Some speculators have been 
successful, but how many do you know who 
have become independent through the actual 
raising and finishing of beef cattle? 

I believe it is low tide; that all should 
build machinery at home which will have its 
place in the set-up of financing, distribu- 
tion, advancement and co-operation; when 
the tide rises it will be in the form “Suc- 
cess.” It is up to you to co-operate.
